AFTER 3,270 YEARS 


LUXOR, Egypt, Nov. 29.—A life 
sized statue of Tut-Ankh-Amen was 
transferred today from the mortuary 
chapel in which it had rested 3,270 
years to the tomb of King Seti, Tut- 
Ankh-Amen’s predecessor. 

The statue, which is one of two 
striking lifelike effigies of the pharaoh, 
had kept guard at the door of his tomb 
through more than 3,000 years, sup- 
posedly keeping out the evil spirits 
and assuring the soul of the royal oc- 
cupant everlasting tranquillity.
